THE BROKEN BANK 


In the Pettis county circuit court, 
before Special Judge Hoffman, to­ 
day , Attorney J. D. Bohling filed 
an injunction suit in behalf of 
Justice of the Peace David Kinsey , 
against Judges O. M. Harris, J , G. 
Senior and James R ingen, com­ 
prising the Pettis county court. 
The petition follow s: 
Plaintiff states that he is a tax ­ 
pay er of Pettis county and sues for 
himself and all other citizens and 
tax pay ers. 
Plaintiff states that on the 6th 
day of December, 18 9 9 , one James 
A . R obb filed his petition in the 
circuit court, a certified copy of 
, which 
is 
hereto 
attached and 
marked “ Ex hibit A , ” in 
which 
he seeks and pray s for a writ of 
mandamus 
against 
the 
county 
court, req uiring them to allow the 
said James A . Robb certain fees, 
which he alleges are due him as 
constable. 
T hat upon presentation x)f said 
• petition as aforesaid, the* circuit 
court 
has 
granted 
a 
writ 
of 
mandamus in said cause against 
the defendants herein, req uiring 
them to allow the fees due said J. 
A. Robb, or show cause why they 
- should not do so, on or before D e­

Plaintiff further ‘states that the 
defendants,

Causes Which Govern Their Movements 
—An Elaborate Study. 
The schooling, swarming, herding 
or flocking of animals presents a fas- 
cinatiñ g subject, and 
the 
causes 
which govern the various movements 
constitute an elaborate study. 
He- 
cently the writer while duck shooting 
in a California tule swamp become so 
interested in the flocking of birds that 
he forgot the ducks. Before the blind 
ex tended hundreds of acres of tule 
swamp which resounded with 
the 
notes of the blackbirds. As the sun 
rose, there was a concerted movement 
among the birds, and as near as could 
be judged from 500 to 1^000 birds 
would rise, as though a signal had 
been sounded, and sweep on, fllling 
the air with their sounds, then as sud­ 
denly drop into the tules on the edge 
of tlie swamp. 
This appeared to be 
the rendezvous, as though some gen­ 
eral oilicer was appointing the birds 
to certain farms and ranches for the 
day, as from this spot other divisions, 
each composed of hundreds, rose as 
one bird, flying oif in dilferent direc­ 
tions—a proceeding which was kept 
up for several hours until every ranch 
within live miles must have received 
its flock of red-winged blackbirds. 
Many of the birds appear to form 
in flocks at the time of migration. 
The Pacific brown pelican is prone to 
fly in flocks of from ten to fifty, wliile 
its cousin of the Gulf of ]\Iex ico is to 
some ex tent a solitary bird. 
Among the fishes the swarming or 
schooling is practically noticeable. 
The herrings, sardines and their allies 
are always banded together, in all 
probability for mutual support, and 
the study of a school is an interest­ 
ing pastime. 
The fishes socm gov­ 
erned by some one impulse, and the 
greatest order is preserved: the school 
hurrying up, down, or to the side as a 
single fish. 
Yet this schooling 
is 
often their undoing. 
The writer has 
seen a small seal so intimidate a large 
school that thev were concentrated 
into a ball of living fish not ten feet 
across. The seal swam around them 
with great velocity, preventing their 
escape, 
occasionally dashing into 
them with wide-open mouth. 
The California barracuda is always 
found in schools, filling the water for 
acres. The Gulf of ^léx ico species is 
a solitary fisli. In the Pacific the yel- 
low-tail schools often cover the water 
for acres, then breaking up into pairs 
or trios. So with the horse mackerel; 
thousands frequently being found 
schooling. 
Among the mammals the collection 
of vast numbers is best illustrated by 
the American bison, which was, and 
which now, owing to the most out­ 
rageous vandalism every perpetrated 
in a civilized land, is almost ex tinct. 
The bison fairly covered miles of 
country, 
presenting 
a 
man’elous 
sight.

The most ex traordinary collection 
of animals to be seen in America are 
the fur seals which gather at the 
Prihylov islands in spring, at 
the 
breeding season, later going to sea, 
and south in February and March, as 
far as the Santa Barbara islands, sev­ 
eral having been observed at Santa 
Catalina during the present year, a 
sea migration of many hundred miles 
being taken each year. 
A very similar movement is seen 
among the penguins of the South Pa­ 
cific islands. 
At times what is sup­ 
posed to be millions of birds are found 
on the island: later they disappear 
completely, making an ocean trip to 
some unknown land or sea for un­ 
known purposes and reasons.— Scien­ 
tific American. 


Sonorous Waves of Vowel Sounds. 


At a recent meeting of the Acade­ 
mic des Siiiences of Paris, M. Marage 
showed traces of the sonorous waves 
given by vowel sounds. 
They were 
obtained by means of “sensitive 
flames,” that is, flames which are sen­ 
sitive to sounds. 
They are serrated 
lines with a curious resemlflance to 
the teeth of some animals. 1 and E 
give the smoothest lines, and 
0 , OU, 
and A the roughest. M. Marage finds 
that phonographs speak badly 
be­ 
cause the sounds are not distinctly 
printed on the cylinder, and he recom­ 
mends that the mouthpiece and tube 
of the instrument should 
he dis­ 
carded, and the usual plate of glass, or 
diaphragm, replaced by one wliich 
does not give its own, or “proper,” 
note.
